is available or will join the throngs 
to the edge-of-the-city shopping 
centers.

ALLEXTOWX, PA., is a city, like 


most in America. It had too many 
cars for the parking space avail- 
able. There was a danger of busi- 
ness moving out to the suburbs. 
Civic leaders came up with a mas-

cheap and easy to park in the 
heart of Allentown's business area.

There are three types of park- 


crs, and three typos of parking 
facilities, in Allentown. 
For the 


all-day 
parker, 
the 
Allentown 


Parking Authority runs lots on 
the fringe of the shopping dis- 
trict, but still within easy walk- 
ing distance. These are metered, 
and it costs 25 cents a day—or S5 
' a month or $50 a year—to keep 


your car there.* * * 


For the •short-stopper, the streets 


are metered. But there's an inter- 
mediate group, and a large one, 
that is virtually ignored in many 
cities. That's the motorist who 
plans to spend a. few hours on a 
variety of shopping and business 
errands. 


These people are considered in

Koje Prisoners Ready to Come to Terms 


Colombia Denies 
Free Worship, 
Say Presbyterians 


NEW YORK— (AP)— The Plies- 


bytcrian Church in the U. S. A. was 
asked today to protest the "denial 
of the exercise of religious free- 
dom" to Protestants in Colombia, 
South America. 


A foreign missions committee, 


headed by J. Douglas Brown, of 
Princeton, N. J., recommended to 
the church's 164th annual general 
assembly, its top governing body, 
that it take the action. 


"We can not keep silent about 


the suffering of our brethren," the 
committee said in its recommend- 
ed resolution. "They have been in- 
sulted. threatened, beaten, jailed, 
some have lost their lives; others 
have been forced to attend mass, 
have had their homes ransacked 
or burned, their churches damag- 
ed or destroyed." 


The resolution blamed the acts 


"largely" on "fanatical 
Roman 


Catholic priests, some of them 
Spaniards" but it added that many 
Colombians, 
Including 
Catholics, 


"have repudiated this violent per- 
secution." 


The resolution calls upon the 


Colombian government and the 
Vatican to seek restoration of "re- 
ligious freedom" in Colombia, 


The assembly decided to meet 


next year In Minneapolis, jJfinn. •

ic would talk with them. He sent 
Col. Maurice J. Fitzgerald, former 
deputy commander of the camp, to 
confer with the Reds. 


Fitzgerald 
reportedly told the 


[led leaders they would have to 
deliver for burial the bodies of an 
estimated eight POWs killed in the 
riot six weeks ago. 


Fitzgerald's only comment was 


that the prisoners then made a lot 
of "wild demands."

been taken against an American 
soldier who yesterday walked into 
one of the compounds in direct 
disobedience of orders. The sol- 
dier's immediate superior also was 
rebuked.

Gen. Ridgway Arrives in Paris; 
Says NATO Plan Is Workable 


PARIS—(AP)—Gen. Matthew B Ridgw.iy returned to Europe to- 


day to take command of NATO fighting forces and declared his ex- 
perience in Korea convinced him a sound defense against Commun- 
ism here could be built from a combination of many nations. 


Then, accompanied 
by 
Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower whom he -is 
to succeed three days hence, he 
drove through the streets of Paris 
in contempt of Communist threats 
to stage hostile 
demonstrations 


against "Le General Microbe" as 
they call him. 
The "Communists 


have applied the tag as part of 
their propaganda, repeatedly de- 
nied by the West, that the United 
Nations used germ warfare in Ko- 
rea. 


Ike Greets Him 


Ridgway stepped out of his plane 


at Orly field just 10 days short of 
eight years after he parachuted in- 
to Normandy on D-Day. 


Gen. Eisenhower was at the air- 


port to greet the man who will re- 
lieve him as supreme commander 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization forces on Friday. 


The field was almost black with 


French police determined to snuff 
out any Communist demonstration. 
Twenty thousand other police were 
massed along the route of the pa- 
rade through Paris to SHAPE,'the 
Eisenhower headquarters. 


Mrs. Ridgway stepped out of the 


plnne with her husband. An aide 
followed them, carrying Matt, 4- 
year-old son of the general.

tary action from the Russians, 
Ridgway replied, "Anything which 
is a capability is always a pos 
sibility. There is great capability 
there. I would not want to go any 
farther." 


Ridgway. who gave up his com 


mand of UN forces in the Far East 
to come here, told correspondents 
'.'What I saw in Korea is something 
on which we can rest solid hope. 


"There we had 16 nations of all 


languages and creeds mixed in our 
fighting force. They had pride in 
their organization and found com- 
plete mutual confidence in battle. 


Can Do It Again 


"If we can do that in one place 


in spite of barriers of language, dif- 
ferences in food and other factors, 
I have no reason to believe that it 
cannot be done elsewhere." 


Ridgway rode through the streets 


of Paris In the second car of a 
motorcade with Rene Pleven, the 
French defense minister. He was 
preceded by the car carrying Eis- 
enhower and Interior 
Minister 


Charles Brune. 
As he passed 


through 
working class suburbs, 


Ridgway could see partly scrub- 
bed-out Communist slogans paint- 
ed on walls saying, "Ridgway, go 
home.".

The company offer was: 10 


cent-an-hour increase; six paid 
holidays with double time if 
worked; three weeks vacation 
with pay for workers with 15 or 
more years service; and a six to 
nine cent wage differential in- 
crease for inequities. 


The union asked for a 19 Vs 


cent increase. 


Last night's session, however,

Quite a few will be using stacks 


of grass silage again this year. 
Here are some suggestions for 


;% building your stacks: 


1. Provide good drainage. Build 


the stack on a slope. If excess 
water slays on the bottom of the 
stack you generally get poor 
quality silage, not to mention a 
soupy pudding in emptying the 
Mack. 


2. Support the sides of 
the 


stack 
with 
dirt banks. They 


make a better support than fence 
or boards. They are not forced 


—. 
out of position as the silage set- 
9 tics. 


3. In building the stack keep 
the top a« nearly level as possi- 
ble. If the middle gets much 
highed than the tildes >ou can- 
not drive the tractor near enough 
to the edges to pack them firmly. 
Kain soaks into the loose mater- 
ial and causes spoilage! 


4. Build a stack the right size 


for the acreage jou are putting 
up.

Many farmers avoid 
excessive 


spoilage loss in grass silage by 
storing in a combination trench- 
stack silo. 


When digging the trench, pile 


the excavated dirt along the side 
of the trench. This forms the wall 
above ground to hold the silage. 
Then during filling just widen the 
stack so that it extends out 2 or 3 
feet onto the dirt bank alongside 
the trench. 


With this extra width you can 


pack the silage firmly with a 
tractor out at least to the inside 
edge of the bank. This will di- 
vert rainwater over the dirt bank 
and prevent 
it 
from 
soaking 


along the side of the bank and 
causing heavy spoilage loss. 


A grass or legume ciop may, be 


expected 
on t h e 
aveiage 
to 


yield about three times as many 
tons of silage to the acre as of hay.

is particularly dangerous if you are 
vulnerable and the opponents are 
not. This hocus pocus is most ef- 
fective when you are non-vulner- 
able against vulnerable opponents. 


When today's hand was actually 


played, West happened to be a very 
experienced player. As the bidding 
Indicates, West was not deceived 
for a moment.

Consumers Group Wants Ban on 
'Propaganda9 of Private Firms 


\VASHINGTON-(AP)-The Elec 


trie Consumers conference toda> 
was drafting: a demand that private 
utilities be barred from 'Charging 
their customers for the cost ol 
"propaganda 
and 
advertising" 


aimed against public power. 


The newly organized conference 


was urged by President Truman 
yesterday to fight what he called 
a "most vicious campaign" by 
"private power monopolies." 


Truman said he is thinking of 


asking his new attorney general. 
James P. McGrancry. to investi- 
gate whether power companies are 
violating the Corrupt Practices Act 
in charging their "propaganda" 
costs to the consumer and at the 
same time—by labeling them op- 
erating costs—reducing their tax 
payments. 


Asked to Organized 


Murray D. Lincoln, conference 


chairman and president of the Co- 
operative League of the United 
States, asked the 500 delegates to 
organize a fight to preserve the 
preference clause, in federal power 
laws. 


This clause, now under attack in 


congress, guarantees to state, mu- 
nicipal and cooperative groups a 
priority in the purchase of power 
from, federal hydro-electric devel- 
opments. 


Private utilities, he said, not only 


are pressing congress to revise 
the preference clause but also to 
limit the sale of power to custo- 
mers who can build transmission 
lines. 
This move. Lincoln said, 


•would insure the only private utili- 
ties got the power. 


Representatives 
from 
various 


parts of the country reported on 
their 
local 
public-versus-private 


power battles. 


James G. Patton, president of 


the National Farmers Union, fol- 
lowed the same line of attack as 
Piesident Truman in a speech to 
the conference. 


"Deceive People" 


Patton said privately-owned util- 


ity companies had launched a pow- 
erful propaganda attack on the 
public power program. In "a de- 
liberate and calculated plan to de- 
ceive and mislead the people." 


He called the attack a "cynical 


plot to mislead tho people by a 
phoney socialism scare." 


The Farmers Union head said 


public power has brought electri- 
city to nine out of 10 American 
farms whereas in 1935 only one 
farm out of 10 -had. electric serv- 
ice.

"The public feeling has been ris-

.bers of the national assembly," 
said Rhee. 


The assembly obtained the mem 


ber's release from jail but he was 
re-arrested by South Korean mill- 
^|ry police.

censors)—(AP)—Communist guer- 
rillas early today attacked a small 
American installation north of Pu- 
san deep in southeast Korea and 
killed five American soldiers and 
one South Korea.

1 European army ever will march 
up a hill and down. 


Even after the diplomats okay 


the creation of this strange hydra- 
headed military creature the par- 


:nts back home have'to vote 


the men and money to make it a 
reality. 


Doubts Success 


There are some basic facts that 


make it doubtful it will ever be 
a successful army. 
<t 


Most Americans can't even name 


the six nations who will contribute 
men to this 1,000,000-man force. 
They are France, West Germany, 
Italy, Luxembourg, Belgium and 
The Netherlands. 


Significantly, 
the French 
are 


scared to death of the West Ger- 
mans, who are supposed to con- 
tribute 400,000 men, and thex West 
Germans are reluctant as the devil 
to be-committed to this effort be- 
cause they really want to see-saw 
between the United States and Rus- 
sia until they can again unite all 
Germans under one flag and one 
government. 


For political reasons at home no 


major statesman in eitheir Britain 
or the United States has come 
out boldly in favor of making Brit- 
ish and American troops consti- 
tute parts of the European army. 


They are in it, of course, as sep 


arate entities, by virtue of theii 
membership in NATO, the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


But this half-partnership by two 


world powers, Britain and Amer 
ica, makes the smaller six nations 
of Europe feel a bit like catspaws 
before the vast power of Soviet 
Russia. 


They have two fears—fear of a 


resurgent Germany, fear of the 
Russian bear. 


Many professional military men 


will view the proposed united Eu- 
ropean army with misgivings, un- 
til both Britain and the United 
States come into it all Uie way.
